THE LIVING SOUL. 
SERMON BY THE BEV. ROBERT COLLYER. 

The Rev. Robert Collyer, pastor of Unity 
Churcb, yesterday morning preached the follow- 
ing sermon toa large audience, taking for his 
text: 

Man became a living soul. —CGenesia, u., 7. 

And that is the reason why we wr: te 1876 yes- 
terday at the head of our letters and ledgers, as 
it is the reason for ali the dates that are kept by 
the family of man. Man became a living soul, 
and then, one may sav io all reverence, God had 
solved the question that bad been waiting for a 
solution, no man can guess bow long. as to what 
He meant todo with the world He bad made. 
Things, so far as we can see, had come to a dead 
lock. The purpose of them, and the meaning, 
was written in acypher to which there was no 
key. They were, indeed, a vast array of cyphers 
waiting for an unit. The minerals in the sunless 
mines were as yet a dead investment. Tue 
beauty and fragrance of the flowers all went to 
waste. The fruits aod seeds supplied their bit 
of provender to beast and bird. and then fell 
back to the dust to spring again, and 
grow, aod die; and the things that run 
and fly were bound by the same fetters. The 
whoie Creation was waiting to be delivered, 
groaning and travailing in pain together, aud 
asking in some dumb way. Where is the use, 
if this is ail?" There was an imprisoned 
spirit in every tree, as the old Greeks would 
say,and io every fountain and bill, bit there 
was no band to smite away the fetters and bring 
it out. If Iheld out an apple to our Sunday- 
school, or a head of fine wheat, and said. Who 
made these? they would anewer, ‘“God;” but that 
would not be the true answer. He madea 
crab and a weedy seed as differeat from my head 
of fine wheat as the wiid rice is from that we 
bring to our tables. Then He breathed 
into man the breath of life. and man 
became a living soul and He made the 
wheat ear and the apple. I bave seen the shop- 
herd’s dog ou the mooreselect his master’s sheep 
trom the great flocks wandering over the waste, 
and bring them every one about bis feet withoat 
a scratch. That dog’s whole business in this 
world, down to this day, would have been to run 
down sheep aud devour them, had not mau be- 
come a living eoul and taught bim use, and duty, 
and self-denial. Mr. Jesse makes the record of 
a dog who used to carry his master’s dinner iu a 
basket. He was set upon one day by a great 
brute, who worried him aud then eat the dinner. 
He went among his friende and reported what 
bad happened. Tbey went with him, set upon 


the criminel, whose conscience bad al- 
ready made him a coward, and made 
nim weary of his life. Those dogs 


were fitter to sit on a jury thau some meu; 
the livicgtou! had made them so. Cowper's 
dog saw bis master try to reacu a water-lily aud 
give it up; next day, as they were passing the 
pond, wiibout a sigo from tbe poet, che dog 
leapt into the water. br. ke off that lily, sod 
brought it to his master’s band. The touch of 
clear intelligence and loviog service came to the 
dumb beast—as we call him, because we cannot 
understand his iaoguage—from tbe living soul 
of man. And so it was with the whole orger of 
the world, Everything was waiting for the jast 
who sbou!d be first, living to itself as yet, 


to no purpose; the lmestone, the sbells, 
the brutes. so far as we can make them out, 
might learn more things, but could never learn 
b.gher thiugs, as those dogs did I have men- 
tioned for illustration. The wheat must stay in 
the weed, and the apple in the crab; and in the 
order of the world as we find it we are justified 
iu supposing that the Creator Himself could do 
or would do no more until He had eet this hand 
and brain at work with a living soul to direct 
aud iospire them. So it is no matter trying to 
count the years or the ages before the man ap- 
pears. It ie evough to do just what we bave 
dove,--make a rough guess, by periods, come 
within a few mullion years, perhaps tau war 
or that, and be content with what seems to have 
contented the Divine Contriver. There was no 
such thing asa moment really aud truly until 
there was a man, When the seer heard the 
angel say that time should be no more, the word 
reached back as surely as it reached forward. 
There was atime when time was not as we 
have it now; time came in with the living 
soul, and then there was a new wonder in Heaven. 
But we have tosee once more that thisiiving soul 
must be of aworth in the measure of the wealth 
ot life ; it can hold and give out. There is a hint 
iv our Bible of men who must have lived before 
Adam, but there is vo accouatof them. because, 
1 suppose, they were what we would call io this 
couutry no-account men. ‘There was a first mao 
once who took hold of the thioge that were 
growing all about him, and began to disimprisen 
them to bring out their hidden uses and qualities 
by a divine inspiration, iu a garden which he 
dressed aud kept; aud to find out the natures af 
the things that run and fly, to become acquainted 
with them, as we should say, wheo we think of 
Cowper and bis dog; and that was tbe first man, 
the seer would teil us, who revealed the secret 
of a living soul. If -you ask me 
whether those who went before had living sou!s. 
I waive the question, as che seer does, and say 
this man who took bold of the wor.d and tried 
to open its waiting secret was tbe man who 
marked the year one in the world’s great calen- 
dar. There were men in Australia, —it you can 
call them men,—when the first. navigator came 
there, but they bad no more history than so 
many monkeys; and. so far as 1 can learn, they 
had not done the firet thing to lift the world 
they lived iu out of the condition it was in‘when 
they came there. They had pot planted a seed 
80 as to bring out its latent quality, or inspired a 
brute to do anything higher than fear them. 
They knocked their wives senseless and carried 
them off to their lairs se tbe first condi- 
tion of the social order, and were less 
considerate about their offspring than the 
kangaroos they hunted down. And s0, 
through a time of which we have no idea, they 
came to naught ; they kept no chronology and 
were of no account, se they never by any 
accident revealed the living soul. It is twelve 
years less than a century since men with living 
souls planted the firat colony there, but no man 
can doubt that the first week in tbat planting 
was worth more to this world, to the human 
race, and, se may say in all reverence, to the 
Maker, than all the thousands of years during 
which it bed been cumbered with those poor, 
forlorn, and savage foiks, and the firet stroke of 
work dove there in chis direction was the first 
moment in the year one in Australia. Because, 
as you will see, the question is not one of mere 
existence, but of life. It is not of how long or 
bow many, but how much aud of what quality. 
So, when we return to the sacred Book and 
uzzie ourselves about the long life of the men 
before the flood, I would say 1t took them so 
long to hve rather than that they lived so long. 
They seem to be akin to the geologic periods, 
in which time, 98 we use it now. was of such 
small account, becanse we can discover no such 
intense action of the living soul in them 8s this 
that has lifted the world out of ite waiting atti- 
tude into such a fullness and fineuess of life as 
we can find in this new year. Methuselah lived 
an hundred and eighty and seven years and begat 
Lamech ; and Methuselah lived after he begat

and send some of its own sort forward, and, if 
the record of the years is right, it took bim all 
that while to do this, and then to get away out 
of the world. Or it may be truein this way: 1 
know a family I can trace by the same name for 
more than 600 years. They live in the heart of 
England. bat have not yet heard of Luther, 
except that there was a man of this mame who 
was with adevil, and did a great deal of 
mischief. They have never becn ¢ out of 
their eddy and round for ao t by 
the mighty tides of hfe that have surged aud 
flashed past their native home, but have 
risen and fallen with the tides, as the things 
I used to watch last summer in the river. 
The living soul in them is so slow 
io its motion that it bas not yet got out of the 
dark ages. They are good peopie in their way, 
but the first man of the lioe we bear of might 
question them on the things nearest their heart, 
and be would find these things almost exactly 
as he left them; so why should we not sav the 
master 6f that house is 600 years old, and how 
long he will live yet no man can guess. for in ail 
ersential qualities that is the old slow life over 
again. The long mechanic pacing to and fro. 
The gray set life aud apathetic end 

Here, then, we have a princiole through which 
we can find the worth of our life, when we try 
to take stock this new vear. We can serve 
in spirit and in truth away down among the coal- 
beds, the petroleum welis, the iron mines, 
the salt mines, and the stone quarries 
if wo wake the living soul penetrate 
these helpless beaps of matter, and do our part 
in turning them to a good use. 

Or we can serve God as the first man did who 
made a mark io the world's history, and 80 is 
counted the first man, by teking hold of the 
things that grow up to a certain worth or beaaty, 
and then have to stop and wait for a living sou! 
to mform them with ite life, and piace them 
where they will do most good. There is a touch 
of presumption in saying that the Maker cannot 
do tius or that, but we, can truly say He will not 
do this or that. when we have once found out 
the order of the world. He will not make these 
prairies grow wheat or corn to any good par- 

e, except we take bold and work with 

m. We have to bein Him find the apple 
in thescrab, the Catawba grape in the wild 
seodliog, the Couble rose in the single, 
the nigher use in the horse, the loyalty in the 
dog, and a thousand things besides that would 
come toa dead halt on their upward march if 
we were not here to lead them on, and this is 
the first thing to be sure about for the old year 
and the new: that I am doing something which 
reached into this need for a living soul. 1 speak 
not now of high things. but of things 80 com- 
mon as delving for coal or spreadiog it round, 
of making bricks or setting them, or adding my 
mite in the humolest way to this wealth which 
comes through the living soul. It is a large 
question—as large, as we say, as all outdoors; 
but this is the beauty and the_glory of it, tust 
God speaks through it to the humblest, honest 
toiler ou His footstool who does his level best, 
and says, I canvot make that world 
what 1 want to make it without 

ou aby more than without those who 
old in their hearts my choicest inspirations. 
Here, then, is the prine ple, the universal worth 
of the living soul, the dignity of the map who 
pute bis heart into his work, the worth of com- 
moo things and things of low degree when they 
are touched by this transformiog might of the 
inner man. No man so far need despair iu look- 
ing back, aod say, What use am I in this world? if 
he has done a fair stroke of this work that was 
waiting to be done when man came, not only for 
man’s sake but for its own sake, for how else 
should it ever sho forth its hidden worth. or 
besuty, or utuess, and so glorify its Maker? 
That. man, be bs powman or woodchopper, 
has a reward which never gets into bis haad 
over the connter.

Ritter calls his geography My song of praise 
to God.”

CONTRASTED THEORIES OF LIFE. 
SERMON LY BISHOP M LAREN. 

The Rt. Rev. Bishop McLaren preached the 
following sermon yesterday morning in Bt. 
James’ Church to a very large congregation, 
takiug foc his text: 

But Mary kept all these things and pondered them 
in her heart. Luke, it., 19. 

It is pleasant co linger amid the gospels that 
tell the wondrous story of Christmas. It seems 
to me that these words suggest a very deep les- 
son. They presenta picture of the Holy Vir- 
gin, as beautiful as blessed, sitting with the 
Holter Child upon her bosom, her countenaoce 
solemnized with an expression of awe and deep- 
est thoughtfulness. She silently ponders the 
mysterious events which had recently lifted her 
humbie life isto the company of angels 
overfowing with song, and which had evoked 
own ips the 
Magnificat. That mystic overshadowing of the 
Holy Ghost and that supernatural maternity 
which bestowed the gift. of the Incarnaie God 
upon her,—though the fine significance of the 
bestowing did not, as yet, dawn upon ber mind, 
—were themes of deep and anxious thought. 
She *‘ kept all these things and pondered them 


in her heart.” 

The habit of scrutinizing the events of our 
daily life with thoughtful solicitude is not to be 
regarded among our minor duties. ‘lhe needle 
of the compass is only a little tongue of magne- 
tized iron, but the mariner at sea siudies its vi- 
brations by day and by night with a vigilarce 
tat testifies ite importance. No individual has 
any reason for the presumption that the largest 
results may not be inciosed germinaily in 
the least dramatic and least apparently 
critical passages of his experience. Since ali ef- 
fects imply causes,—since all endings, whether 
they be gildea with light or shrouded in storm, 
imply beginnings,—we must not deem anything 
in our lives to insignificant to be poadered. 

Ibe consequential relation of our future to our 
present may be variously estimated. There is 
ove view of human life which elevates natural 
law to such a tyranny that the factor of inteili- 
gence. Divine and human, has little or no play in 
the evolution of our destiny. Hence we are 
merely suow-flakes in the air, borne whitherso- 
ever physical forces carry us. Circumstance is 
the name of the god who created us and the 
providence who presides over us. The willful 
waft us to the 
bright window lit by cheerful domestic 
fires or buri us into the freezing waters of the 
dismal lake. We cannot tell which. There is 
another view of human hfe which discourages 
wise and thougbtfui study of events, according 
to which Deity is so absolutely sovereign over 
us that we are bouod, band and foot. by chaios 
of decrees and preordinations, and even when 
we seem to cxercise the attribute of freedom 
are onlv fulfilling the predetermined will of God. 
All our powers and capacities are the wheels, 
bands, cugs, and shatts of a machine which acts 
only when acted upon, and then only within the 
limited sphere designed by the constructor. The 
effect of such a theory is a fatalistic and blind 
surrender to the inevitsbie. The con- 
templation of events under such a view of 
things is useless and worse. it is easier and 
it is wiser to let the impetuous tor- 
rent bear us where it will if we have 
no power to resist it. At the opposite pole 
stands anotuer theory of life which exaggerates 
our own powers, and tends to eliminate the Di- 
vine factor altogether. We are not machines. 
but macbine-builders. Of the eaifice of desti- 
by, ourselves are the architects. Lodged within 
these braius and arms are the self-sufficient cen- 
tres out of which we may evolve any future that 
our free ee may elect, and hence events as 
they follow in historical succession are no more 
than tne arbitrary flats of ourown will. He who 
can create to-day can destroy to-morrow, and 
substitute another creation ia ite place. 

Now, these different theories are evidently 
false; and yet ther are not wholly false. Ik, 
speaking of the rainbow, I should fix my eye 
violes ray and insist that 
color of 


urge 
sive o of the indigo ray, and you of the 
blue, and you of the green, we would but illus- 
trate the uarrowness with which men in all ages 
have leat themselves to the partisanship of 
these theories. The truth is, they are ali true. 
It is true that we are under the domivion of 
natura! law, but law implies a law-giver, and 
that law-giver is God. It is true that Almighty 
God sits absolute sovereign on the throse of 
His Own universe, but He endowed us with 
the goduke faculty of freedom, and governs us 
as free agents. It is true that we have the 
power of choice and the faculty of creation, but 
these are neither indepeodect of natural law, nor

comes false. Taken together they are 
truth itself. It is to be denied 


point these traths, whien are also facts of ex- 
perience, pass beyond the reach of — 
and run up into the region of the in In- 
deed, the attempt of reason to mount to those 
alt tudes where only God dwells has given rise 
to the partial theories which we have enume- 
rated. Better, far better, is it that we shouid 
oo the green earth and accept the facts, just as 
we accevt the seven-hued dow that giorities the 
distant storm-cioad wita its beauty, sitaough 
witb all the wondrous acuteness of thé human 
eye we cao never determine exactiy the point at 
which the blue ray ceases aod the violes begins, 

The Blessed Virgin sets the world ao exam- 
ple. Her thankful soul magnified the Lord, 
“for He that is mighty hath done me 

eat things, and holy is His Name.” 
But ebe was conscious siso that the purpose of 
the Almighty in making ber the mother of the 
Messiah had been submitted to the choice of her 
will, freely yielded herself tothe sudli mater- 
nity, saving: Behold the haudmaid of the Lori; 
be it unto me according to Lay word.”

addresses i:self to the Divine presiueucy over our 
bamao lives, not as the stern absoiu:e sovereign, 
but as the benevoleot Fctber. He has His wishes 
concerning every ove of His children, aod He is 
not tardy or irresolute in gi expression to 
them bya thousand ‘voices. Eveota are His 
trumpec-tongucd messengers. He syliabdies His 
loving desigu’ by ase of the of h Iman 
experiences, and it is ths least that His children 
should do to seek with reverent sorutiuy to catch 
His meaning and conform themselves to His 
will He will not force us to turn the current of 
destiny into bis chanuels, but Hs will do every- 
thing to persuade us to coincide with His bi ight 
designs racher than dow in channels of our owa 
election. In this view of bis relation to events 
we have every reasoa to watch wisely the con- 
stactly-evolving occurrsaces and experiences 
which make up tbe ann: is of our brief years. We 
need only take a retrospective glance to assure 
ourselves of the wisdom of the Blessed Virgiv. 
We cau remember particular chapters in our life- 
story wheo, little as we it at che time, 
a somethus happedued dr a sometuing was caid 
which bas colored our whole ueut history 
with the color of the sui or of the cloud. We 
cau look back to points on life's highway where 
differeot roads converged, aad guide-posts told 
us of their different termini. Tue choice of the 
moment bas iofluenced the whole subsequent 
journey. Wise, wary, pradent 2 
us to take the way in woh God would have us 
go, and all weut well. Or, we rushed onward 
bliadly, peihaps in the pride of self- will. and 
decided wrongly. Who but can remember 
events in »hich God spoke warnings to 
our soule—a narrow escape from death, 
® gloon of bereavemeut, an alarm- 
ing attack of disease? Is there any one who 
bas oot feit—deeply.solemaly feit—that a presid- 
ing power was ordering events with refereuce to 
her, purer, more besvenly ways? What 
waves of feeling have swept over us at times, 
seemingly produced by soine force above us ! 

Taoere wae no voice from the sky, aad yet an 
oracle seemed to speak iu the heart's silence 
Strange intuitions of duty asserted themselves 
with au emphasis which the thuuders of Sinai 
could not have given them. We have seemed to 
feel an ineffable sence of the presence of a mind 
thatcan take in all events, and that, being 
actuated by an infinite benevolence, would dis- 
pose us to pathways that lead upward. Whether 
we yield to these mystic intimacions, or do 
despite to the heavenly vision, we are conscious- 
ly visited by these iofluénces. They braid them- 
selves silenily iuto the thread of our fife, and 
thus is why we have po rürht to deem anything 
commonplace or insignificant. God never sleeps. 
He ig too deeply — for us to permit Him- 
self any Sabbach rest. Alway workiug within us 
and around us, He is as ready to syllable Hise will 
in the minute events as in the more dramatic 

es of our experience God, alway work- 
ing, expects us to be alway watching. He who 
speaks in the thunder sud the earthquake 
whispers also in the stil small voice. As 
the Messiah was anoounced in the retiracy 
of the Virgin’s bome, so we may often 
presume to hear dwine connsels aad 
monitions in the quiet round of ordinary life, 
and amid the most prosiac events. Aud, since 
the good will of God is particular, singiing out 
each child that He may lavieh His benevolence 
on it individually. it follows that your common 
place may be more to you than the tragedies of 
your veighbors; and, so under this bdiessed 
thought of a Divine Presidency, all ufe grows 
suol.me and every event is remdered worthy our 
most reverent contemplation. 

In the application of this lesson to ourselvos, 
some shal! find difficulty than others. 
There are maby who take life as trees do. They 
accept summer When it comes; and winter when 
it comes, and storms when they blow, aad drouth 
when it blasts, and make vo . They sun ly 
vegeiate. I: is very hard for a dull and taougut- 
lesa nature to soar to the height of catching the 
divine meaning of events. Why, eren trees 
sometimes seem to wail with agonizing prayer 
as aogry winds threaten to prostrate them to 
the earth, or to sing carois of peaise when tde 


warm Soutn” breathes odorously upon their 


joyful leaves; but these plodders do not put on 
an appearance of recognizing Him who by mul- 
titorm ministries seexs their with 
many voices speaks to their so One who is 
consciously deficient in the faculty of catching 
the meaning of things, and, like the poor brute, 
never looks upward, mast first be inspired with 
the theught that the highest attribute of the 
creature is to discern the Creator; that the best 
part of the world is its pathway to the sky; tbat 
an undeveloped soul is the weariest cucse tuat 
can darken a human life or throw gloom around 
the portal of ete:nity. When one gets well im- 
pressed with this truth, he canu ot full to feel a 
sense of wiogs within him. He will Was to 
reach the bigher atmosphere of fe. He will no 
longer be content to lead a goatherd’s life in the 
Alpine Valley, but will catch something, even 
though it be but a spars. of that fire which 
burned in the heart of Coleridge when, looking 
up to the mighty summit of Mt. Bianc, he ex- 
claimed : 

Ye ice-falis! ye that from the mountain's brow 
Adown enormous siope amain— 
Torrents, methinks, that heard a migh 
And stopp’d at once amid their madd 
Motionless torrents! Silent cataracts ! 
Who made you glorious as the 4 of Heaven 
Beuesth the keen full moon?

Redistricting the State for Congressmen 
and Legislators---A Local Reform 
Movement. 


rA. Corre wonoence of The Chicago Tribune, 

Sr. Part, Miun., Dec. 30.—Tuesday evening, 
Governor-elect Pillsbury, and his associates in 
the Minneapolis Board of Trade, were the guests 
of theSt.

While the 
affair cavnot be fairly termed a feast of reason, 
there can be no denving that there was a free 
flow of soul. The speakers “gushed” about a

of petty jealousies and ceassiess opposition of 
the two citues of aad towards each otuer. 

THE NEXT GOVERNOR. 

The principal guest of the evening, Gov. Pilla, 
bury, made ne speech. Hie is a good business- 
man, of proved integrity, capable of wisely con- 
ducting affaire; but he is not an expert at 
speech-making. He knows it, and, with the 
idea that it sul nat comport with the dignity of 
lus new Office to undertake what he cannot suc- 
ceed at, it is understood he is, resolved to 


be a silent Governor We have had 
at least one Governor before Bow 
_who couldn’ make a speech, but we 


have bad none who wouldn't have tried to at 
such an inspiriting aflair as that of Tuesday 
evening: Gov. Pillsbury stood the first test, and 
isn't likely to “slop ver“ (ag Mr. Beecher 
might say) on less agitating occasions. He 
comes into office, succeeding Gov. Davis, next 
week, or as soon a8 the Ijegislature, which meets 
Tuesday next, shall have gone through the for- 
mality of camvassing the returns of last fall's 
election. 4 
THE RETIRING GOVERNOR. 

Gov. Davis retues, ät the end of his first 
term, with almost universal approval of his 
general conduct of State matters. His ability is 
also common!y acinowledged, and, on the part 
of many who have op:josed his political ad- 
vancement, and who still blame bim and bis 
immediate friedas for the course they pursued 
in the Senatorial contest bf last winter, there is 
an earuest desire hat the State and the Repub- 
lican party shall have his services hereafter. As 
for the party, thete is uo doubt; be wali take to 
the stump whenever needed. and will be 


one of the most reliable advocates 
of the honest parts of hard money, 
honest ung, and honest reform. As 


te ofilice-boldiug hereafter—well, bis friends 
gay be is the coming: man of Minnesota, 
and I'm uot inclined to dikpuce them. 

THE LEGISLATURE. 

The Legislature will be. confronted with an 
nuusually serious question at the very opening 
of the session ; thet ia, bow to provide the 
Treasury with money to pay their per diem and 
mileage, and the Incidental expenses of the ses- 
gion. Although there is a cash balance of #150.- 
245.29 in the Treasury, the Revenue Fund, 
from which qnly, they have a_ right 
to appropriate; is“ overdrawn #$19,476.96,— 
being that muth in debt to the Special 
2. — Funds. There are, hovever, a 
number of old-time legisiators on tue rolls. and 
these Know how to raise money for toeir own 
pay. A temporary loan, payable from the next 
quarter’s receipts, will be authorized; aud the 
session Will Iaet through the constitutional limit 
of the per-diem to sixty days. Bat. if it was 
not that the State is to be newly divided into 
Congressional and Legislauve Districts under 
tbe canvass of 1815, it would be dillicuit to con- 
ceive of any business wluch could not be con- 
claded in ten days. 

STATE APPORTIONMENT. 

The apportionment would be easily and quick- 
ly made, were it not for a common prejudice 
against making Legislative Districts without 
regard to county lines. The population of the 
counties varying from 0 to 50,000, it is difficuit 
to conceive a falt basis of representation which 
will not divide some counties into two or three

Recognition ef Color by Bees and 
W aeps. 

The following is an extract from @ paper dy 
Sir Jobn Lubbe oa ** Bees aud Wasps,” read 
before a meeting of the Linnean Society in Lou- 
don : 

“I found that bees soon accustomed them- 
selves to look for homey ou papers of particular 
colors. For inetahce, on Sept. 13 1 placed a bee 
to some honey on 8 Hp of glass on green paper, 
sud after che bad made twelve journers to a 
from tne hive, I pat red paper where the green 
uad been, and placed auother drop of boney on 
& green paper, at a distance of about u foot. 
The bee returned, however, to the honey on the 
green paper. I then geotly moved the green 
paper, with the bee on it, back to the old place. 
When the bee bad gone I replaced the green paper 
bv ayeliow one, aud put the green again a foot of. 
After the usual interval che returned again to the 
greon. I repeated the same proceeding, but with 
orange paper instead of green. She returned 
again to the green. I now did the same with 
white paper; she returned again to the green. 
Again 1 tried her with blue; she again came to 
the green. 1 then reversed the positions of the 
blue aud green papers; but sull she returned to 
the green. I repeated this experiment with 
other bees, and with the same result, taough it 
seemed to me that in some cases they did not 
distidguish so clearly between green and other 
colors. In other respects they seem to adhere 
pretty closely to any color to which they were 
made — near ah ban 

„A regards wasps, my experiments fully con- 
firmed those previously made, and justitied 
everything which I had said with reference to 
their great industry. Indeed, they begin to 
work earlier in the morning and cease later in 
the evening than bees, continuing all through 
the day with the utmost assiduity. As regards 
color, I satustied myself, by experiments like 
those made with bees, that thev are capable of 
seeing color, thongh they seem to be less influ- 
enced by it than are bees.”

Prof. Sumner, of Yale College, lectured before 
u large audience iu the Sunday Afternoon Course 
yesterday at McCormick's Hall. Following is a 
summary of his subject, ‘Hard Times”: 

Hard times are, in one sense, 6 benefit, bo- 
cause they set men to thinking, and waru a un- 
tion when she has made economic mistakes,—in 


the same sense that a man, by vio 
lating the pbysical law, iacurs the 
penalty of sickness and death. Hard 


times are the times to turn back and say: 
“Here is pain, misery, and poverty.“ What 
mistake has been committed ? Where have we 
erred ? What kind of a nation arewe? Look 
around and see what our condition ie. Perbaps 
the people or the West did not feel the great- 
ness of their section, but no Eastern man could 
come West without being im by the 
boundless’ resources of this magnificent nation. 
With only thirteen persons to the square mile, 
the American people, fortwo years, have been 
groaning under hard times.” Tbere must be 
some mistake. 

When the cause was inauired into, the minds 
of men naturally turned to the War, as the 
prime mover in the evils that have come upon 


icto the field, draining ves of workmg- 
men, paying money for cavoob, powder, and 
munitions of war in the general sense. He did 
not allude to the War in a politica: light, but in 
the light im which it appeared to bim, y,a 
destruction of life, a waste of material, a gen- 
eral devastation, a gigantic debt, which was now 
a burden on the people. The capital destroyed 
they made up by pieces of paper, which prom- 
ised to pay the holders of such paper full return 
for thé loan made to the Government. But the 
loaner could not afford to wait until the Govern- 
ment was able to pay, #0 he transferred the 
promise to pay to others, aad so the 
thing passed from hand to hand, and 
the wasted capital was not vet replaced. 
It was a plain proposition that, where such trans- 
fers were made, while the wasted capital was not 
replaced, the loss must fall upon the last bolder. 
[Applause.] This was the secret of the crash 
that followed the false prosperity of the War 


times. 

Besides, there were certain money laws that 
cannut be violated. One,—ae sooo u you begin 
to use paper as mouey you can never keep mouey 
with it,—they cannot live together. [Applause.] 
Auotber etrot was that they increased the 
amount of the money beyond commercial re- 
quirement,—they went beyond the necessity of 
exchauge,—and so deranged every value in the 
country, imperiling commerce and ruining 
credit. They should have remembered that, 
like the school-boy, they could not have their 
cake aud eat it. During the War, tbev had 
eaten their cake, and because paper Money. was 
plenty, every maa who had it became extrava- 
gat, and encouraged his wife ana children to 
become the same. Someone had said not tong 
ago that the people of the United States lived 
on roast beef, when they should live on salt 
codfish, apple sauce, and New England rum. 

Laughter.) They bad changed ali that, aad now 

ved on ruast beef and other good thiogs. 
But that was for the benefit of the couutry— 
poverty could not be attributed to good living, 
in the sense of food, ‘he fact was, the people 
of the United States. having a ialse currency, 
believed their income mich larger than it was; 
an error which led them into unthinking ex- 
travagance, which helped to beget the tinancial 
disorders onder which the coyatry lsbored. 

Some people beld that an evil of the country 
was overproduction; but such a theory was il- 
logical, for the country could pot produce too 
muca.» There was do such thing as an over- 
prodactioa iu the sense of cotton, Cora, or manu- 
factares of any kind.

Turkey commences the new year with a 
financial outlook probably worse than any 
other nation in the world. The Constanti- 
nople correspondent of the London Times 
furnishes some figures which are very sug- 
gestive. The sum due for ths loans of 1858, 
1862, and 1872, and the general debt, will 
amount to $8,500,000, Of this amount, 
$1,900,000 is already in hand, which will 
cover the loans of 1858 and 1862, and, 
although the Government is raking and 
scraping to cover the reminder, the de- 
ficiency will be $2,500,000 or $3,000,000, 
The revenue does not exceed! $110,000, 000, 
and the deficit for last year renched $23,000, - 
000. The debt was raised in twenty years to

346,200, which absorbs more than half the 
revenue, and, upon the top of this, Turkey is 
now conducting a war which costs $150,000 
daily, notwithstanding the fact that the troops 
in Herzegovina receive no pay. In this des- 
perate condition of fihances, the Sultan is 
playing the part of Nxno, fiddling while his 
Empire is going to pieces. His civil list was 
raised from $4,557,580 in 1868 to $9,449,400 
in 1873, and he enjoys, besides, a subvention 
of $2,763,175 for imperial pensions and char 
ities, and his income from crown domains 
and presents from tributary Princes. In ad-

tion act of last Congress. He also thinks 

that a majority is in favor of the retirement 

of the National Bank notes and their replace- 

mént with greenbacks, but does not appear 

to be so confident of this as ‘that the Specie- 

Resumption act will be repealed. There is 

evidently a strong uope, too, that there 

will be sufficient demagogisna found 

in the Republican majority of the 

Senate to pass these bills if they 

come from the House. This view of the 

matter leaves the country dependent on the 

President's veto alone to save it from the dire 

confusion and commercial disaster that would 
result from such a policy. | | 

The movement in the directionindicated by 
Mr. Lanpxrs is probably stronger thai. would 
be thought at the first blush. It will have 
a backing of that large class of persous who 
desire a revival of the wild speculative era 
which produced the panic of 1873; and all 
outside pressure of this kind is pret‘ty sure 
to find demagogues in Congress rey to 
pander toit. The most sanguine hopeful- 
ness for national honesty can scarcely await 
any measure from this Congress providing 
the means for carrying into effect the promise 
of resumption in 1879; anda refusal to do 
this will naturally lead up to a repeal of the 
act. It is very generally believed that without 
some further preparation for resuming Jan. 
1, 1879, the Secretary of the Treasury Will be 
powerless to carry out the promise. It there 
is, then, an obstinate refusal on the part of 
the Democratic Congress to pass measures to 
facilitate resumption, the same disposition | 
will prompt the repeal of the Resumption 
act, and a formal abandonment of the theory 
of redeeming the greenbacks in coin or re- 
turning to specie payments. ] 

A very natural accompaniment of the re-/ 
peal of the Resumption act ‘would be o re- 
tire the National Bank notes and substitute 
them for a like amount of irredeemable legal- 
tenders. This would be the most corgplete 
abandonment of all idea of specie r@sump- 
tion that eould be adopted. To at once re- 
fuse to fix a date for resumption’ and to 
double up the amount of greenbadks would 
be a declaration of permanent irredeemabil- 
ity, and a practical application bf the wildest 
theories of the rag-babyites./ It would be 
repudiation of the mnon/interest-bearing 
obligations of the country, and it 
would be inevitably followed by the 
depreciation of the greenbacks,—that is, 
a decrease in their purchasing power,—the 
fall extent of which no man can foretell. It 
is in this light that the probabilities defined 
by Mr. Lanpyrs must be regarded. 

It is aitogether likely that. the National 
Banks will offer/no united or systematic op- 
position to the proposal to retire their notes, 
for the reason that their circulation has large- 
ly ceased to be. profitable. Some of the 
banks have voluntarily retired their notes in 
various parts of the country, and none of 
them are ‘sufficiently interested in retaining 
their circulation to organize and make an ex- 
pensive fight for it in Congress: The most 
serious objection in their minds would be the 
necessary disturbance of discounts and of 
the financial conditions of trade. The banks 
would have to deposit greenbacks in the 
United Sta ces Treasury for the redemption of 
their notes; but it does not follow 
that they would for that purpose sell all 
of the bonds now deposited to secure their 
circulation. There would be a natural indis- 
positior: on the part of the banks to sacrifice 
on theér bonds in view of a serious deprecia- 
tion. They would prefer to avail themselves, 
in put at least, of their other resources for 
the retiring of their circulation. To do this 
they would be obliged to pinch their cnstom- 
ers. There would probably be a severe 
squeeze on the commercial community. The 
banks loan the business public about $1,000,- 
000, 000 (one billion). Every refusal to loan 
on usual commercial application would affect 
a wide circle. The rates of discount would go 
up; creditors would have to wait for their 
pay; merchants would be constrained to re- 
duee their business or suffer loss: This out- 
loc would probably produce some opposition 
on the part of the bankers to the proposed 
forged retirement of their notes, and certainly 
ought to call the attention of the combined 
murcantile community to the probsble oo.

tent of such authority has already been ex- 
hausted in emitting the $400,000,000, we 


pass to another phase of the case. To re- 


place $360,000,000 of bank notes with a like 
amount of greenbacks, the latter can only 
be got into circulation by the purchase of 
bonds, and those bonds can only be bought 
at the prices at which the holders are will- 
ing to sell and take their pay in greenbacks. 
Assuming that the bonds will continue to be 
worth par ix gold, the Government will have 
to pay prices in proportion to the depre- 
ciation of the legal-tenders, and the deprecia- 
tion will increase steadily with the increased 


issue of greenbacks. Of this there can be 


no question. If resumption is dreaded 
with only $380,000,000 of greenbacks, it will 
not be contemplated at all with nearly 8740, 
000,000 of greenbacks outstanding. With 
the abandonment of all idea of ultimate re- 
demption, the greenbacks will go down from 
83 cents, about their present value, to 80 
cents, 70 cents, 60 cents, and the Lord 
knows how much lower. If $360,000,000 of 
greenbacks are issued to take the place of 
the outstanding National Bank currency, 
they will not likely buy in more than from 
$225,000,000 to $250,000,000 of bonds. With 
the greenbacks at 80, a $1,000 bond will cost 
the Government $1,250 ; at 70, about $1,400; 
at 60, $1,700; and at 50, 52, 000. If $250,- 
000,000 of bonds are finally retired in this 
way, there will be a saving in interest of 
something like $12,500,000 a year (less the 
bank taxation of $7,000,000), but if they 
cost the Government $360,000,000 in green- 
backs, the national debt will have been in- 
creased $110,000,000 to do it, and there will 
have been a loss to the people of $100,000,- 
000 or more in the depreciation of the cur- 
rency which they now hold, with no more 
currency in the land, after all, than there is 
now. 

This programme will precipitate the 
country into all the evils and hardships that 
must ensue from an avowedly and forever ir- 
redeemable currency, the utter worthlessness 
of which is only a question of time. As 
it is now, the banks have half the responsi- 
bility, and must sustain half the burden 
of specie resumption. The moment the 
Government proceeds to redeem its notes in 
gold, the banks will be forced to redeem theirs 
in gold, and thus the work of resumption is 
divided between them. But if the National 
Bank currency be retired and the greenbaeks 
be put out in its place, the Government will 
assume all the burden of carrying the double 
load of currency of the country, and the 
probabilities of redemption will decrease two- 
fold, and diminish steadily with time. In 
other words, it will be a step in the direction 
of repudiation, which is a deplorable way in 
which to inaugurate the second century of 
our national existence. 


PERSONAL W ee — OF RE- 

County Commissioner Burnprcx, in a letter 
published in Tun Tarsunz yesterday, makes 
a very practical suggestion in the way of 
remedying the instances of gross injustice in 
the assessment of personal property for taxa- 
tion. There has been much well-fonnded 
complaint, but the difficulty has been to find 
a practical remedy that. was not more costly 
than the original wrong. Mr., Burpick 
pgints out very clearly that the total tax-levy 
for 1875, for all purposes, is less than it was 
in 1874. The assessment for /1875 throws, 
however, a far larger (double) proportion of 
the whole tax on personal property of the 
South Division than last year. The tax now 
collectable is that on personal property ex- 
clusively, the tax on real property being pay- 
able at a later day. /Tax-payers shonld re- 
member, also, that the bills for tax on per- 
sonal property this year contain the whole 
tax on that property, including that for 
State, county, town, park, and city tazes, all 
together. Heretofore those taxes were col- 
lected at a different time of the year, and per- 
sons who think themselves aggrieved by the 
bills for pérsonal taxes for 1875 should com- 
pare thém with the aggregate personal-tax 
bills of/1874. The law, as singularly inter- 
preted by the Supreme Court, admits of no 
redréss. The Supreme Court has distinctly 
stated that the courts will not restrain the col- 
igction of taxes unless upon proof of fraud, 
or that the tax was levied for an illegal pur- 
pose, or that the pro taxed was not lia- 
ble to taxation. It is true that there are ef- 
forts making to have this question again con- 
sidered by the Supreme Court, and to have 
that tribunal reverse the shocking and ab- 
surd doctrine laid down in the Ap- 
ar case, but this takes time, and 
to the average tax-payer is more costly 
than the payment of taxes. In the mean. 
time, the non-payment of taxes is a serious 
embarrassment to the City Government, 
which has already had to borrow several 
millions of dollars at interest in lieu of an 
equal amount of uncollected taxes. 

There are two wrongs in the personal as- 
sessment of property: one is the gross in- 
equalities, and the other over-assessment of 
value. The distribution of taxes has been 
outrageously and corruptly performed. Asa 
whole, the assessment in the West and North 
Divisions are reasonable enough ; but as be- 
tween individuals it is in hundreds of cases 
positively ruin ous and oppressive. 

The Board of County Commissioners and 
the Common Council—the two legislative 
bodies of this city—have the power to make 
rebates in taxation, and such rebates have 
heretofore been made in cases where the in- 
justice was flagrant. Mr. Burpicx proposes 
that the Common Council shall designate a 
committee of five members, the County Com- 
missioners a committee of two, the Park 
Commissioners and Town Boards each one, 
and that this aggregate Committee shall sit 
and hear all complhints of excessive and un- 
just assessment, and, where the evidence sus- 
tained the claim, to remit or rebate the ex- 
cessive tax. Mr. BVnpic thinks that $80,000 
will cover every case of excessive personal 
Of course there will be no com- 
plaint from the multitude whose assessments 
are below what they should be. 


Mr. Burpick assumes that the State Audi- 
tor might in some way take part in this pro- 
ceeding, looking to the Legislature to legal- 
ize it hereafter. We do not understand how 
this can be done. But the entire personal 
tax for State purposes on property in this city 
in very light,—not over $140,000 in all, and 
the rebate on these cases of excess would be 
very small. The great bulk of the tax is for 
city and county purposes, chiefly city, and if 
the rebates be made in cases of well-founded 
complaints for these taxes, the property- 
owners can well afford to pay a few dollars of 
excessive tax to the State, even if it be un- 
just, in consideration of the large and sub- 
stantial remission in the other taxes. 

We commend the suggestion of Mr. Bun- 
picz, and hope it will be carried out. It is 
an alternative for a lawsuit, in which there 


may be a theusand litigants, involving a large |

expenditure and a general refusal to pay all 
taxes. We trust the Common Council and 
the County Commissioners will adopt this 
suggestion. No one wishes to enforce the 
collection of unjust taxes, and an amicable 
adjustment of inequalities and payment of 
taxes is far preferable toa general lawsuit, 
the non-collection of all taxes, and borrow- 
ing money to run the Government. The 
City Governments can well afford to be just, 
when the alternative will be a refusal to pay 
any tax until after a final hearing by the 
Supreme Court perhaps two years hence. 


REDUCING NAVAL EXPENDITURES. 

There is mo doubt that a commendable ef- 
fort will be made during this session of Con- 
grese, in the interest of the national economy, 
to reduce the naval expenditures at least 
$5,000,000, and perhaps $6,000,000. The 
Washington correspondent of the New York 
Tribune throws some light on the manner in 
which it is proposed to make the reductions. 
The appropriations for the current fiscal year 
and the estimates for next year are as follows:

The first item of reduction will be made in 
the salary list, which, by lessening the 
amount of clerical labor in the Department, 
it is calculated can be reduced to $150,000. 
For the Ordnance Bureau, the Secretary de- 
sires $400,000, which it is proposed to re- 
duce one-half by stupping new work. He 
asks for $102,000 for the construction and 
use of torpedoes, and, as the Secretary of War 
wants $150,000 for the same purpose, these 
two corps should be consolidated, at a 
saving of $100,000. He also asks for 
$510,000 for fitting out the new sloop 
Trenton, and for the armament of 
five double-turreted monitors, which will 
probably be thrown out altogether. It is 
proposed to strike out $1,500,000 from the 
estimates for the Bureau of Equipment and 
Recruiting, and $300,000 from those for the 
Burchu of Yards and Docks. The estimate 
of $3,300,000 for the Bureau of Construction 
and Repair will be reduced to $2,200,000, as 
$1,000,000 is considered sufficient to prevent 
the navy from going to decay, and there is no 
reason for building new ships. The appro- 
priation of $300,000 for repairing the Puritan 
and Dictator, $300,000 for repairing six school- 
ships for boys, and $300,000 for two new 
rams, will be thrown out altogether. The es- 
timate of $2,200,000, of which the principal 
part is for the repair of machinery, will be re- 
duced to $500,000. The item for new boilers 
for the Shenandoah, Wachusett, Alaska, 
Benicia, Wabash, Lancaster, and Juniata, 
amounting to $400,000, will proba- 
bly be stricken out, likewise the 
$50,000 asked for to build a new wing on the 
Naval Academy, and the $15,000 for experi- 
ments in the Washington Navy-Yard. It is 
also probable that an effort will be made to 
abolish the Marine Corps, which has ceased 
to be of any practical use since the advent of 
steam navigation, and this will save $925,616. 
The total reductions amount to $6,000,000, 
making which, and other lesser items that 
may occur, it is calculated the estimates 
can be reduced to $15,000,000 if the Marine 
Corps is continued, and to 814, 000, 000 if it 
is abolished ; and this large reduction can be 
made without embarrassing the operations of 
the Department, and simply by arresting 
at once the operation of ‘putting the navy on 
a war footing.’” 

There is no doubt that the people will 
heartily sustain Congress in making material 
reductions in the navy, and also in thearmy 
expenses, if they can be ‘effected without 
damage to the public interests. It has been 
heretofore both a difficult and delicate task

for the Administration to interfere seriously 
with either the army or the navy that fought 


through the War of the Rebellion under its 
auspices, or to ask Congrees to make radical 
reductions. Much has been done in the army, 
however, but nota great deal in the navy. 
Now that a Democratic House, however, is in 
power, it is a good time to lop off the cxcres- 


cences and superfiuities, and thus materially - 


reduce these expenditures, which are unwar- 
ranted in a time of peace. The people 
do not want the navy abolished, neith- 
er do they want it crippled, but they 
will not complain of any reduction 
in what is ornamental and useless, or any stop- 
page of the farce of putting the navyon a war 
footing in time of peace. No one will make 
any objection to the abolition of the Marine 
Corps. Gentlemen sailors on shore are of no 
use except to draw salaries. Like Trrz 
Barnacue, they may die at their posts with 
their salaries in hand, nobly defending them 
to the last, but the people will waste no re- 
grets over them. The people haye no use 
for navy Officers except at sea. Congress, 
therefore, does not need to hesitate about the 
popular sentiment as to navy reductions, but 
can go ahead with the work, provided it does 
not cut so close as to impair the efficiency of 
the navy or seriously cripple it. 


OUR TRADE WITH CHINA. 

There was a time when we had a large 
trade with China. We were the common 
carriérs of her teas. We paid for our teas 
and silks with cotton fabrics and other 
goods, instead of with drafts on London for 
silver. Then MonnmL., KLLxr, and a kindly 
Congress undertook to protect our indus- 
tries, and succeeded in destroying our export 
trade with Europe in everything but the 
precious metals, and in inflicting far more 
damage upon our mercantile marine than a 
score of Shenandoahs and Alabamas could 
have done. We were protected to such 
an extent, indeed, that, as far as China was 
concerned, we shipped little or noth- 
ing but neat pine boxes containing dead 
Mongolians from San Francisco, who wished 
to rest in the soil of the Flowery Land. Of 
late, there has been a change for the better. 
We find in the Celestial Empire, a newspaper 
published at Shanghai, an interesting article 
on the Chinese-American trade, which our 
heathen-editor has carefully deciphered from 
the quaint pot-hooks of the Mongolian al- 
phabet. 

The British manufacturers have been found 
out, as, if they had read ‘Tuacxenray’s “essay 
on Being Found Out or had consulted 
common sense, they might have known they 
would be. The Chinaman has an in- 
nate skill in washing. In this country, 
every Josh-house is surrounded by 
a ring of laundries, interspersed with 
opium shops. It was inevitable, then, 
that he should quickly find that British cot- 
tons were made out of a little cotton and 
@ great deal of starch and white, lead, and 
that they therefore yielded up about half 
their weight and warmth on their first visit 
to the wash-tub. He was tricked, for a while, 
by the constant counterfeiting of American 
trade-marks, but has since discovered this bit 
of dishonest guile, though Liverpool steam- 
ers stil) land on the wharves of Shanghai case 
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after case of cottons marked “ Lowell, Mass.“ 
veritable Lowell cottons are again entering 
the Chinese market in considerable quanti- 
ties. In November, the stock of American 
drills at Shanghai was double that of the year 
before, while there was scarcely a piece of 
English drilling for sale. Besides the cot- 
tons, we are also supplying the almond-eyed 
followers of Buddha with light and heat, 
dormant in refined kerosene and anthracite 
coal. The latter is a bulky and barbarous 
thing to ship so far, When «revenue reform 
is brought about, we shall export articles 
which contain much more value in much less 
space. Then the coal now exported will be 
used in the manufacture of the more precious 
commodities then exported. 

We get from China, in return for our ex- 

ports, silk and tea. In the preparation of 
both, the imitative Mongolian has borrowed 
many a hint from the British cotton- 
manufacturers. He loads his silk with oils 
and sugar of lead. The thing is so neatly 
done that only an examination with a micro- 
scope can detect it at the place where the silk 
is reeled and bought for shipment, buta long 
voyage brings about a chemical change, 80 
that the silk is almost entirely spoiled before 
it reaches New York. Parcels arrive there, it is 
said, looking as though the threads were mixed 
with wet sand. The adulteration of green 
tea is an old story. Its quality is growing 
steadily worse. It is carelessly prepared 
and cerelessly packed. Japan is therefore 
taking away from China the American tea- 
trade. We import nearly the whole surplus 
tea crop of Japan, while our demands upon 
that of the Celestial Empire grow less every 
year. 
Hereafter, there will be a triangular fight 
for the possession of the profits to be won in 
clothing the Chinese in cottons. Germany, 
backed by Holland, has just entered the field 
against England and the United Stätes. The 
best man—in this case the most honest, skill- 
ful, and shrewd man—will surely win. If 
our manufacturers will but do what they can, 
and if Congress will but stop trying to pro- 
tect them, they will win the rich prize. 


AN EDITORIAL MYSTERY. 

The Chicago organ has announced from 
day to day that Editor This, Editor That, and 
Editor Other, and Manager A, and Boss B, 
and Trustee C, and Assignee D, had nothing 
to do with the article attacking Secretary 
Bristow, and that each and all of them re- 
pudiate the imputation. In the progress of 
denial, Mr. Hau has been reached, and even 
he refuses to be considered as the author 
the ope > thing. All this begets the in- 
quiry, o did write it, and who edits that 
paper, anyhow? Isit edited by spirits? Is 
the staff composed of the disembodied 
spirits of men who lived some centuries ago ? 
Which of the departed Boursons of the twelfth 
or thirteenth century is chef of staff? And of 
what particular branches of the GuELPus 
and GETnELIAx s do the other spirits who 
make up the staff represent? How do they 
control the paper? Do they put on the form 
of Ham, Saxu, and Japuet, and thus deceive 
the foreman? Have they so perfected’them- 
selves in the peculiar English of the real ed- 
itors that the proof-readers detect no differ- | 
ence in the grammar, stupidity, and reckless- 
ness? Is it a fact that no one in the 
office can tell whether the paper is writ- 
ten by live men or ghosts? Generally, 
it makes no difference what is written, or 
whether anything is written in the paper; the 
only article that was ever published in the 
paper that was ever copied, or read, or talked 
about, or attracted the least attention, it now 
appears was neve# seen, or read, or heard 
of, by any living editor, owner, or boss 
of the concern, until it had made the paper 
notorfous. What particular spirit wrote that 
article and palmed it off upon the foreman 
and proof-readers ? Was it the once famous 
Mouncuavusen who visited the earth, and, find- 
ing the world given to lying, naturally se- 
lected the organ in which to show what 
could be done in that line by an expert? 
The few people who read the “ organ” have 
now a hew mystery: How is it that the 
paper is edited, when no proprietor, manager, 
or employe does the writing, or knows who 
does it, or has the least idea what is to appear 
in the columns next day, and who opens the 
paper in the morning astounded at what it 
contains? Is the paper controlled by spooks, 
who, after the paid force leave at night, take 
possession and write whatever villainy they 
may fancy, and put it in as editorial ? 
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NEW ENGLAND IN CONGRESS. 

The Independent has a wail over the de- 
cadence of New England as a power in the 
councils of the nation. It attributes the ig- 
noring of that section in the House Commit. 
tees to the local prejudices of Speaker Kun, 
of whom it says: For the first time, a 
Speaker has been elected who was born west 
of the Alleghenies.” This is a curious blun- 
der. A not unknown Speaker by the name of 
J. G. Bram was born in Fayette County, 
Pa., many miles west of the Alleghenies, and 


two other Speakers, Jonn BxLL and LN 


Borp, were born near Nashville, Tenn. This, 
however, is a minor point. The main 
drift of the Independent article is 


correct. New England has lost politi- 


cal power and is losing it. From 
the time when the Articles of Confederatidn 
were adopted almost until the outbreak of 
the Civil War, New England and the South 
were the two great adversaries in the great 
game played at Washington, and the 
States between were the debatable land for 
which they strove. Some of the most im- 
portant provisions in the Articles of Confed- 
eration, and afterwards in the Constitution, 
were adopted by the casting vote of these 
central States. New Jersey had the decision 
of the apportionment of taxation between the 
free and slave populations and of the more 
important apportionment of representation 
in the Lower House. This equilibrium of 
power between New England and the South 
continued until a third section, the West, as- 
serted its equality as it has now asserted its 
supremacy. New England can no longer lay 
claim to the share of the aggregate popula- 
tion, wealth, and wisdom, which it once pos- 
sessed. The West bas for the first time 
fair recognition in the Committees of the 
House. And yet, remembering what once 
was, we must sympathize with the small far- 
eastern States over whatis. New England 
has now only one member of the Cabinet,— 
Postmaster-General JxwRIL. It has this yeac 
no Chairman of an important committee, and 
can’t add on any more protective tariff.” 
It happens to be ignored in the War Depart- 
ment, where the Secretary, the Gen- 
eral, and the Lieutenant-General, are 
all Western men. 80 are the President 
and the present Vice-President. It is true 
that New England has done a large business 
for a number of years in exporting boys who 
were embryo-statesmen to che West, and so 
has had a powerful indirect influence which 
at times has almost counterbalanced the 
wane in its apparent weight in national poli- 
tic, Tet the wane is now undeniable. It is 


somewhat due to the political de- 
cadence of New England. Massachusetts 
can find no place for her Apamsss, 
while she has rejected her Burns 
and OaxesAmeszs. Connecticut passes by the 
economist Davip A. Weis to send a Copper- 
head Earow or à partisan ENOLTaA to the 
Senate. Rhode Island is ruled by a plutocracy 
and Vermont by a railroad, while New Hamp- 
shire produces no more Wessrers. New En- 
gland leaders have become commonplace. A 
flood of mediocrity pours from the Northeast 
to Washington when Congress assembles. 
Maine is wise enough to stand by Bramx, 
but where are the other successors of the 
long line of New England worthies from the 
days of Quincy and SuENax to those of 
Sumwer ? It is this positive decline that has 
hastened the relative one. When the North- 
east rears the equals of the old race of men, 
New England will have no meed to complain 
of lack of recognition by reason of her com- 
parative paucity of population.

There is, to be sure, a good 
deal of cant on the subject of wine-drinking. 
The advocates of the custom teil us that no gen- 
tleman will dr.nk to excess, that wine imparts 
« gentle and nealthful exhilaration to conversa- 
tione that it promotes the digestion of ideas 
and chicken-salad simultaneously. The poets 
have stripped their own brows—alas! too oiten 
to decorate the wine-cup aod the puuch-vowl, 
Old man Horace—whose Falernian, by t be way, 
was an insipid compound of sweet stuff—was 
pever tired of singing about his drinks. What 
can be more musical thao the rhythm of a Frenca 
drioking-soag?

Wasuinctron, Dec. 31.— Tae umpire in the 
United States and Mexicano Commission, Sir Ed- 
ward Thornton. rendered his decimon on the 
29th inst. in the case of the La Abra Silver-Min- 
ing Company, of New York, against Mexico, 
which was submitted to him for decision some 
mooths ago upon a difference of opinion between 
the Commissioners. The claimant w an Ameri- 
can corporation, organized on Nov. 18, 2865, 
according to the laws of the State of New York 
and having for its object, in part, the carrying 
on of the business of silver mining at Tayaltita, 
District of San Dimas, im the State of Durango, 
Mexico. In pursuance of this object, the Com- 
pany, shortly after i # organization, acquired ex- 
teumve and valuaole silver-mining properties iu 
that district, sent suitable agents, saperiptend- 
6fta, aod empioyes of all hinds to work them, 
and purchased the necessary machinery, mules, 
and provisions, the total outiay under all these 
After sorking 
mive for some time, and accumolating a large 
quantity of valuable silver ore, the Com- 
pany began. to be systematically Oppressed 
and abused in its properties and 
sone of its agents and employes by

When Casar carried his conquering arms to 
Batavia, that portion of the Northern Netber- 
lands lying hke an island between tho two arms 
of the Rhine and the German Ocean, he found a 
low, spongy plain, composed of mingled marsh 
and lagoon, and covered, where the earth was 
firm enongh to support vegetation, with bound- 
less forests. The scanty, hardy population 
could gain a foothold on the soil only as they 
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raised it above the surrounding level of waters 


by building terpens, or artificial mounds. Three 
centuries after the country was invaded by the 
Romans, it was still described an endless, 
pitiless fores@” It w hreaded with 
rivera and streams that traveled to the sea 
through vast siretches of sand and silt, 
and, frequentiy impeded in their course, 
passed, in a wide-spread delage, over the laud. 
With every heavy storm, the seaitself swept in 
dver the plain, inundating large portions of ter-

FISH-NOTES. 

A gentleman writing from Mahiia. the capital 
ofthe Philppine Islands, communicates to Va- 
ture the interesting fact that saw-fish (Pristis) 
abound in the fresh waters of an inland lake 
separated from the City of Manila by a few miles 
of low land. It is suggested by the writer that, 
at some former time, the lake (Laguna de Baij), 
was convected with the sea, and, after it was 
finally cut off by the deposition of a barrier of 
laud, the fish inhabiting it adapted themselves 
to the gradual change in the quality of the water, 
until they were able to thrive in that which is 
perfectly fresh and potable. Numbers of the 
saw-fish are captured for the sake of their flesh, 
the oil extracted from the livers, and the snouts, 
which make favorite aud formidable weapon in 
the hands of the natives. A species of small 
aud harmless shark is acomp#nion of the saw- 
fish iu this fresh-water lake. 

It is mentioned that, at certain times, the waters 
of the Lake of Baij have a stinging property. 
which makes bathing very unpieasant. This 
curious circumstance is attributed to the presence 
of the Pistia, one of the duckweeds, which has 
a peculiar acid quality. The plant is eo abundant 
in the lake as to form floating islands of con- 
siderable size. In Jamaica, the Pistia infests 
the water-tanks, and, in hot, dry weather, 60 im- 
pregnates the waier wich its particles as to O- 
sion severe bowel-disease. 

Avother correspondent of Nature, who writes 
from India, states pe a tank dug in May was 
stocked, about the edd of July, with young fish, 
among Which wis @ species of carp abound- 
ing the Hooghiy, and called by the 
natives “‘Katlah.” The fiy were none 
above an inch iv length. Sept. 22, the 
tank was gwept with a net, in order to catch two 
or three pike accidentally mtroduced, that were 
feeding on the young fish. The net brought up 
several dozens of the carp, one of which weighed 
14 ounces, and measured 11 inches in length, 
1% inches through behind the shoulder, and 
3% inches in breadth. The other individuals 
captared were but 1 or 2 ounces lighter. Tbe 
dimensions of the tank were 65 feet in length by 
58 in breadth and 13 in depth. The fish bad 
been furtiisbed with a great amount of rice and 
other food. to which may probably be attributed 
their remarkably-rapid growth. 

In this connection, it may be said that Mr. 
Frank Bucklord announces, in a recent report 
ou the fisheries of Norfolk County, England. 
that oumbers of sea-troat are anoually caught 
off the coasts of that district, although therivers 
flowing through it are incapable producing 
Salmonidg. The fish come from the salmon- 
nvers in the north, in search of food in the 
shape of spawned fry, which are plentiful along 
the shores of Noifoilx and Suffolk.

AUSTRALIAN EXPLORATIONS. 


don ins records of three journeys of explora- 
tion in Central Austrelia, performed respectively 
im 1869, 1870, and 1874. The interior of this con- 
tinent is a desert-land, cousisting of spinifex 
( festuca irrilons) plains, sand-nills, sandstone- 
oliffs, granite-rocks, a few trees, and rare grassy 
plains, with an almost total absence of water. 
The first journey of Mr. Forrest was made in 
quest of the remains of Dr. Leichardt, 6 previ- 
ous explorer, who lost his life in the vain en- 
deavor to cross the desert. The expedition oo? 
cupied 113 days, and traveled over 2,000 miles. 
Of the region traversed at thia time, Mr. Forrest 
says: With reference to the country traveled 
over, I am of opinion that it is worthless as a 
pastural or agricultural district.” 

The object of the second journey was to reach 
Adelaide from Perth by way of the south coast. 
Between Israelite Bay aud Euclid Bay, the party 
traveled 300 miles without discovering perma- 
nent water in more than one piace. For three 
days, not a drop was found, and Mr. Forest wrote, 
when finally enough was procured to slake the 
agonizing thirst of beast and man: I have 
never seen horses in such a state before, and 
hope never todo so again. The horses, which 
four days ago’ were strong and in good condition, 
now appedred only skeletons, eyes sunk, nostrils 
da and thoroughly exhausted. On our 
route,” adds Mr. Forrest, we passed very many 
millions of acres of grassy country; but, I am 
sorry to say, I believe entirely destitute of 


water.” 
The third journey, accomplished in 1874, led 
through thé immense watershed of Western 


Australia, aod occupied several months. In the 
report of it Mr. Forrest says: From the head 
of the Murchwon to the 129th meridian, the 
boundary of our colony, I do not think will ever 


be settled. Of course, there are many 


grassy 
patches; . buttheyare so isolated, and 
of such extent, that it would never pay to stock 
them. The general character of this immense 
desert is a gentiy-undulating spinifex desert.” 


In ali his expeditions Mr. Forrest had but one 


serious encounter with the natives, and be

_ || VEGETATION IN INDIA. 
Experiments are under way at the Royal Bo- 


tanical Gardens at Calcutta to determine if the 
Para rubber - plant (Hevea Braziliengs) and the 
Ipecacuanha (cépha@lis ipecacuanha) will thrive 
in that part of India. The meteorological re- 
turns for Caloutta show a wide difference be- 
tween the climates of Brazil and India, and thus 
far the indications point towards a failure in the 
outdoor cultivation in the latter country of the 
two valuable exotics from South America. The 


s globulus (gum-tree) grows vigorously

on the Neiigherries and Khasia Hills, at from 
5,000 to 8,000 feet above the sea, but does not 
survive more than u year or two in the hot plains 
of India. Of the old Banyan tree that orna- 
ments the Calcutta dens, Dr. King, the 
Director, says: Although considerably dam- 
aged by the cyclone of 1864, which carried 
away two of its largest arms, this fine 
tree continues to grow vigorously. It now 
covers an area of nd 800 feet in circumfer- 

ence ; its trunk he 51 feet; and from its 
branches no fewer than 170 serial Tote are sent 

down to the ground, some of them 10 feet in 
circumference. This fine old tree supports quite 
a colony of orchids, ferns, and creeping plents, 

of about twenty distinct species, and gives 
shelter to innumerable birds. Its exact age is 
not known ; but, considering how rapidly ban- 
yans grow, it probably does not much exceed 

that of the garden, and is therefore less than 3 
century.“

THE COMMERCIAL LOAN COMPANY, 
A BANKERB'S PROPOSITION. 

A meeting of the creditors of the defunct Com- 
mercial Loan Company aod Savings Bank was 
held at the Criminal Couit room yesterday mora- 
ing, for tne purpose of Ding propositions 
from various bankers to re-establish another 
bank at the same place. There -was but one 
banker present, Mr. Hammond, President of the 
City Savings Bank. 

The meeting was called to order by Ald. Jonas, 


tho stated its object, and called upon Mr. Ham- 


mond to make a statement. 

Mr. Hammond, after expressing his regret that 
no more bankers were present, said that it had 
been the desire of bis Company for some time 
past to establish a branch bank on the North 
Side. He proposed to buy the fixtures and 
good-will of the Commercial Loan Com- 
pany at a fair valuation, but beyond 
this be could offer nothing, except that 
he would allow the Receiver as much room as 
he needed, free of charge, to wind up the busi- 
ness of the Company. He would also give him 
all proper aid and facilities to pay the creditors 


their dividends. He did not ask the depositors 


to leave one cent with him unless they so de- 
sired. He asked no favors except such as he 
could return. No man who intended to do a 
square, honest business could assume any of the 
debts of the deiunct bank. It was a real impos- 
sibihty to make a bargain with some 6,000 de- 
positors, for they would not stick to it. Some 
would always be dissatisfied. Besides, a man 
who wh pend A a certain amount to secure the 
deposit could not possibly iuteud to carry ou an 
honest business. His proposition was clear of 
all that. He meant to pay for what ne re- 
iceived, and pothipg more. number of snide 
banks in the city was alarming. He knew of one 
bank which lately bursted up that could not pay 
its checks, and they had to wait until a deposit 
was made to pay them with. Nor could the peo- 
ple depend upon the statements of the banks or 
the Bank Examiners. There was the Wook 
County National Bank, for instance, which, on 
— Ist of January, last year,, published s most 
fa vo report, and on the 19th of the same 
month bursted up, without previous warning, 
é relations between depositors and the banks 
hould be the same as between ordinary business 
men. It was astonishing what an amount of 
confidence was reposed in the banks by some 
depositors, without knowing anything of their 
affairs. The only true basis on which to do a 
business was that the peo- 

> @ shbouid kvow the affairs and 
ition of te banks. His Company means to 

have a committee appointed by the depositors to 
examine every security. If the creditors of the 
Company had taken this pre- 
caution the bank would not bave l, nor 
would tbe officers and stockholders © Bpecu- 
lated with other people's money. Speculations 
were usually the cause of dursting banks. If 
the credisors thought bis provosition a fair one 
they cguid accept it. He would, however, if he 
not secure the Commercial Compa- 

ny's place, start a savings bank on the North 
Side at some other convenient place. If any 
one present wanted to ask him any questions he

McDonald than some of the banks. A good, 
solid bank was seeded at the North Side, as 
was shown by the large patronage the Commer- 
cial Loan Company had received. 

‘The Creditors’ Committee was then instructed 
to call another meeting for Wednesday evening 
at half-past 7 o'clock, at the same piace, and to 
request the bankers ‘of the city te be present 
and make propositions.

Mitwavxze, Wis., Jan. 2.—A new through- 
line to St. Paul will probably be built soon 
over the Milwaukee & Northern line. Only 40 
miles are required via Chippewa Falls and Eau 
Claire. The Northern was built by the Mil- 
waukee Construction Company in 1870. The 
Compdny’s paper was protested for $615,000 in 
fall ok 1873, indorsed by Guido Pfister, Angus 
Smith, James Ludington, Davia Tergu- 
son, and E. B. Greenleaf, the assets 
being $515,000 in first mortgage bonds, 
unsalable. Ptister, Smith, and Ludington en- 
tered into an agreement to share the loss equal- 
ly, each paying*one-third.—Fergusoa having al- 
ready paid $35,000 to be discharged from liapili- 
ty. Theso amounts were all paid in up to the 
Sist of December, aad the new year opens with 
Pfister, Smith, and Ladington, sole owners of 
the road, subject only to the first mortgage of 
$2,155,000 and a lease to the Central.

There 
has been, of course, no discussion on the bill, as 
yet, and my opinion of the temper of the House 
is based upon personal intercourse with the 
members.

Over a Large Territory. 


Additional Items of Damage Through - 
out the City. 


Telegraphic Lines Between Chicago and 
the East Entirely Prostrated.

rison street, near Western avenue, was partially 
torn off during the storm, The southern por- 
tioa was lifted entire from the timbers and de- 
posited in the yard on the east side of the 
building.

During the storm of Saturday night a chim- 
ney on tke building between Dearboru and Clark 
streets, on Madison, occupied partly by Andrews’ 
restaurant, was blown over with such force as 


6300, damage was 
used. of which $100 was done to the building 


and 8200 to the furniture belonging to the occu- 
pauts of the upper gtory. 

During the gale Saturday evening the chimney 
of the malt-bouse connected with Bartbolomae

Sprtnoriecp, III., Jan. 2.—The tornado Satur- 
day took the wires down between here and Chi- 
cago, and prevented the transmission of Satar 
diy night's dispatches. Information obtained 
since tben gives fuller details of the damage re- 
sulting from the tornado, which reached this 
city about half-past 2 from the southwest.

Japanese Funeral.
